W. P. Walton, editor of the Lexington 
Democrat, has been an avowed candi- 
date for a year or more Mr. McChord 
and his committee, which he seems to 
have under hypnotic control, professed 
to be in absolute ignorance ot the fact 
that anybody but the present Incum- 
bent aspired to that office. A recall of 
the }ob put up Is demanded'by Mr 
Walton and his friends and if Mr. Mo- 
Chord and his "committee of three" 
want to do anything like the fair thing 
they will cheerfully concede to such 
wishes
